Mayor Emanuel has faced some high-profile 
setbacks in his first term: Teachers went out on 
strike for the first time in a quarter century gun 
violence spiked after a shift in crime-fighting 
tactics and a wave of school closings proved un- 
popular with many parents. 

Now there are seemingly daily revelations of 
problems with the rollout of the CTA’s new Ven- 
tra card system. Riders have been charged too 
much for bus and train trips, malfunctioning card 
readers have resulted in thousands of people get- 
ting free rides and customer service failings have 
aggravated Chicagoans. 

On Tuesday the mayor declined to rank the 
Ventra difficulties in relation to the other crises 
his administration has encountered. Instead, 
Emanuel vented on the performance of Ventra 
contractor Cubic Transportation Systems and 
reiterated that he intends to hold the company 
accountable. 

‘As a user of it as recently as yesterday I use 


it, I am frustrated that other people— that the 
company did not live up to their expectation,” 
Emanuel said. 

The mayor also offered “a slightly different 
perspective” on how the city is doing, citing what 
he said are rising graduation rates and a maga- 
zine’s economic competitiveness ranking of Chi- 
cago. 

CTA problems are a tricky situation for a 
mayor. Hundreds of thousands of Chicagoans 
count on smooth train and bus service each day 
Though the transit agency is nominally a sepa- 
rate entity the mayor chooses its leadership and 
most people lay service disruptions and inconve- 
niences at City Hall’s doorstep. 

CTA President Eorrest Claypool said he will 
begin releasing weekly reports Eriday on what 
progress has been made by Cubic to get the sys- 
tem right. “You’ll be able to see everything, and 
every week we will update you on that progress 
going forward,” Claypool said. 

CTA Board Chairman Terry Peterson said he 
does not regret choosing Cubic as the vendor for 
the $454 million contract. ‘Absolutely not. We 
talk constantly with them,” he said. ‘Again, they 
wiU not get paid a quarter, a dime from us until 
they get this system fixed.” 




SPEAKING OF THE CTA ... 

The Ventra questions were bound to arise Tuesday 
when the mayor chose to highlight the unveiling 
of designs for a $240 million renovation of the Red 
Line’s much-used 95th Street station. Emanuel was 
joined by CTA President Forrest Claypool and CTA 
Board Chairman Terry Peterson. 

Emanuel said the rebuilt South Side station is the 
logical next step after work this year to rebuild track 
on the south branch of the Red Line and station mod- 
ernization efforts on the north branch. The 
95th Street terminal work is set to start next year, 
with completion in 2016, according to the CTA.

Lakc.TiL'Tfi.^aM;d wud- 
diEiji' ainj L'vxiLt pLuiiiL-T vi-']lo I^ bueil |iLa.miii:^ 
eL-rtiEioiiic-s for iooK'-sox cxKipks- lo (he tt^jiou 
for moff ihaifc a decade, says he looks fonvaid 
to using the appropriate language to describe 
the events. Over the years, he has sometimes 
called them commitment ceremonies and, 
more recently, civil union ceremonies. 

“In the mid-2000s we started doing com- 
mitment ceremonies, which are the same 
thing as a wedding, but that’s not what we 
called them,” he said. “We didn’t have the lan- 
guage to describe what we were doing, even 
though we knew it was a wedding. I started 
telling people, 'You can call it whatever you 
want to call it. It’s yotxr choice.’ ” 

Navarro said he expects to see a same-sex 
wedding boom in Illinois next year, after the 
law takes effect. He said some local couples 
he works with were already planning ahead, 
setting the dates for their ceremonies well 
into the summer of 2014 in the hopes that the 
state legislature would pass a gay marriage bill 
by then. 

Navarro knows the local wedding industry 
will likely profit from the change, but more 
important to him is the social effect gay mar- 
riages could have on future generations. 

“Beyond the wedding industry benefit- 
ing and anyone else benefiting, for the first 
time in this state there are going to be kids 
that will grow up and will figure out at some 
point that they are gay, and they are going to 
have the same thought process as their peers 
... that they can grow, find a partner, get mar- 
ried, have kids, have a house, they can have 
the same dreams,” he said. 

Asya Domingo, 23, and her fiancee Emily 
Spurlin, 25, both of Logan Square, wanted to 
have their ceremony in Chicago one way or 
another after they got engaged this summer. 
But if the state didn’t legalize same-sex mar- 
riage soon, they said they would have consid- 
ered moving out of Chicago, where Domingo 
grew up. 

“If it wasn’t passed, we would have gone to 
another state temporarily to get the license 
and come back, or we were just going to move

2,722 tickets issued 
by first speed cams 


Chicago Tribune 

Mayor Emanuers speed cameras generated 2,722 
tickets at four parks during the first month, city 
transportation officials said Tuesday 

Another 24,000 warnings have gone out 
to drivers found speeding at those locations. 
Deputy Transportation Commissioner Scott 
Kubly said. 

The numbers provide a snapshot now that 
the city’s first group of speed cameras is be- 
yond a 30 -day grace period and the system is 
issuing tickets of $100 and $35. During the first 
month each camera is up, speeders get unlim- 
ited warnings at those locations. After that, 
drivers caught speeding by the cameras stiHget 


The 2,722 tickets issued cover Oct. 16 
through Sunday near Gompers, McKinley 
Garfield and Marquette parks. Two cameras 
at Gompers Park began issuing citations 
Oct. 16, and seven cameras at the other three 
parks began generating tickets by Oct. 25. 

On Monday four more cameras began issu- 
ing tickets near Washington, Douglas and Le- 
gion parks, for a total of 13 cameras citywide 
that are beyond the grace period. 

City ordinance allows for $35 tickets for driv- 
ers going between 6 and 10 mph over the speed 
limit and $100 tickets for drivers going ii mph 
or more over the limit. Currently the Emanuel 
administration says it is not issuing tickets for 


one warning. Then the actual tickets start. 

drivers going 6 to 9 

mph over the limit.

I don’t dance around, and I don’t have any pyrotechnics going on, so I feel 
like showing that vulnerability is how I get my point across. I always try to 
mean what I sing because there’s no other reason to do this. I have to say ... 
when it gets to that point, I really don’t have any control over it. It’s really 
not the most flattering thing, because if you’re crying on stage people tend tn 
think you’re crazy

I didn’t have that in mind, but I can totally hear it. Alaybe I did that subcon- 
sciously? The record is ’8os-inspired, for sure, because I do listen to a lot of 
music from the ’80s, and melodically that’s where I go sometimes. I grew up 
with Aladonna and Cyndi Lauper and Michael Jackson. 

Even so, it*s an emotionaiiy heavy aibum, and a iot of the songs deai with 
things iike regret or making amends. Were you working through anything 
in particuiar? 

I was very self-reflective about things I’ve had to live through over the last 
three years. I’ve learned a lot, but some of it makes me very upset. I’m defi- 
nitely not the person that started out {making music] five years ago. I felt like 
I needed to make more of a personal record than some kind of big, artistic 
statement, if you know what I mean. 

Do you worry peopie wiii be too quick to assign meaning to a song iike '1 
Biame Myseif,** reiating it to some of the news headiines, iike the arrest, that 
have swiried around you more recentiy? 

I’m sure. I guess in some ways it is about that now I have a show at the El

a girl and having to maneuver my way through the industry in order to get 
what I want out. I definitely have thicker skin because of it.

Comedian Cameron Esposito returns 
to Chicago for a week of shows at Zanies

By any standards, Chicagoland na- 
tive Cameron Esposito has had a 
busy year. Since she and her fian- 
cee, fellow comedian Rhea Butcher, 
moved to Los Angeles in September 
2012, Esposito has debuted on “Late 
Late Show with Craig Eerguson,” 
where Eerguson and Jay Leno— a 
guest on that night’s program— in- 
terrupted her set, invited her to sit 
between them and proclaimed her 
“the future of comedy” She recently 
finished a 20 -city tour with An- 
thony Jeselnik (where at one venue, 
she was accidentally introduced as 
Cameron Diaz). And when not on 
the road, she appears frequently as a 
“Chelsea Lately” panelist and hosts 
her own “Put Your Hands Together” 
comedy show and podcast at Up- 
right Citizens Brigade, where her 
guests have included Aziz Ansari, 
Sarah Silverman and many other 
stand-up luminaries. 

Now she returns to headline 
Queer Comedy at Zanies next Tues- 
day— where Butcher also performs 
a set— and then appears as a special 
guest of fellow Chicago native John 
Caponera throughout the holiday 
weekend. She headlines the club 
again Dec. i. We called her as she 
was prepping for a “Chelsea Lately” 
taping to talk about her upcoming 
Chicago sets and her whirlwind 
year, julia borcherts is a redeye special 

CONTRIBUTOR. 

Expect some Chicago-centric jokes 
in her set: “It’s hard to not play to 
a hometown crowd with the depth 
of knowledge that you have. When 
I’m touring around, I have to think 
about all of the things that unite us 
as people, but when I’m in Chicago 


I can get really specific. I can talk 
about the ‘L,’ I can talk about 
how Lake Michigan is moderately 
disgusting, but we still all swim in it 
anyway {Laughs.}” 

When she’s back in town: “I was a 

longtime resident of Logan Square 
and I’m renting a place there for 
the week, just because how could 
you not live there once you’ve lived 
there? It’s such a great neighbor- 
hood. I love Cole’s Bar on Milwau- 
kee, where I used to host an open 
mic forever. ... I love going to El 
Cid for their tacos and veggie bur- 
ritos. And I love going to the Logan 
Theater, although it’s a little bit of 
a bummer because they rehabbed 
it and now it doesn’t smell like pee 
as much.” 

On meeting Craig Ferguson and 
Jay Leno: “There’s so many things 
that matter that kind of give you 
these cues along your way that 
you’re doing OK {in comedy}. But 
I think the No. i thing is just being 
taken seriously by other comics. ... 
You really want to make the other 
comics laugh. And to have those 
gentlemen talk to me like I was a 
comic— that’s what that moment 
was to me. And that matters so 
much. It was a really huge deal.” 

The benefits of being an out 
iesbian comedian in 2013: “It’s a 
wonderful time for me to be the 
person I am because I have a lot to 
say Comedy is mostly about being 
angry and I’m not reaching for ma- 
terial— it’s all right out there. But at 
the same time, nothing can sustain 
a career besides competence and 
skill and practice.” 


On marriage equaiity in liiinois: 

“{Rhea and 1 } got engaged over the 
summer and I can’t tell you how 
exciting and also bizarre that still 
seems, after a life of never think- 
ing that would be something that 
happened for me or that I would be 
able to do. ... I think at some point, 
it’s going to hit us that we should 
make some plans {laughs} and actu- 
ally have a wedding. But until then, 

1 will just say that I am happily 
engaged.” 

What it’s iike to be a “Cheisea 
Lateiy” paneiist: “It is not a chill 
job. But it’s great ’cause you have 
to be on your game. You get your 
topics at noon, you either tape at 

2 or 4 and your call time is an hour 
before that. ... It is so fast. And you 
don’t even know if you’ve ever said 
anything. You’re leaving and you’re 
like, ‘Did we talk just now?’ ” 

On getting recognized from 
“Cheisea Lateiy” in airports: “I 

always brush my teeth after I get 
off of an airplane because I have 
brilliant personal hygiene. And I 
think four or five times now. I’ve 
been mid-toothbrush and some- 
body’s like. Aren’t you— Cam- 
eron— Diaz?’ I have to be like, ‘No 
I’m not Cameron Diaz.’ {Laughs.} 
But it’s a whole situation where I 
have a toothbrush in my mouth and 
toothpaste and also the sink is one 
of those automatic sinks so I can’t 
get the toothpaste out of my mouth 
enough to be like, ‘Yes.’ ” 

Has she ever met Cameron Diaz? 

“I have yet to meet the other 
Cameron. I’ll wait it out till I have 
a {TV} show and she can come be 
the guest. But I can’t wait till she 
gets called Cameron Esposito. It’s 
gonna happen.”
